Rockefellor let Vanderlult into
the Standard because he wished the in-
sido on railroad transportation, and Van-
derbilt went in Lecnuso he bolieved it a
good thing.  The old Commodore liked
Rovkefoller immennely, and allowed him
to make his own torms botweon Clove-
land and New York., You of course
have heard the story ubout the commo-
dore declaring that Rockefellor was the
only man who could dictate to him, but 1
don't believe he ever said it.”

“You say Androws was
founders of the Standard!”

“Yeu, and if his ability had not heen
brought into play at n decisive point in
the early days of Cleveland rofining, it is
by no means a certainty that this city
would have taken the start that has
kept it tho head-centre of oildom.  Clark
and Rockefeller turned aside for o mo-
ment from their commission business on
the river, and set up a small experimen
tal still, They took Andrews vut of their
warchouse, and put him in charge. An-
drows was young and enthusiastic, and
gave his whole mind to his task., He
worked out o method by which better
oil could be relinod nt less cost than by
the old way, nad the business took an
impetus thereby.  There was money in
it, and also l‘mfﬁ. and when a slight difli-
culty of some surt arose between Messrs,
Cluwrk and Rockefellor the former dropped
out. Money was neoded for the full de-
velopment of the business, and 8, V.
Hurkuess, a capitalist, aereed to put in
25,000 provided H. M., Flagler, his son-
in-law, was lot in o8 o partner.  From
thon the venture proved a success, and
the Standard Oil compuny and its re-
markable history became posaible.”

Even his bittercat enemy  cannot deny
that John D, Rockefeller 18 one of the
most remarkable wen of eoven this pro-
liffe age.  The owner of &26,000,000 at
40, every cont of which he owes to his
own ability and  enorgy, and at the head
of the most complete and tyrannical mo-
nopoly in the world, he  presents a com-
mercinl figure as unique as it is formida-
ble. He took the oil business when in its
infancy, and, by doing that which Wade
did with the telegraph and Gould and
Vanderbilt huve done with the railroads,
he kept the control of the world's mar.
ket in his own hands, and made prices or
unmade them as he chose.  And yot, for
all the seores of columns that hayve been
published for and against the Standard,
there has never been, to my knowledge,
an adequate attempt made to  desoribe
the man Rockefeller in his own person.
ality, or to dispasasionately sketch him
as ho appears to thoso who know him
beat.

Mr. Rockefeller is & member of the
Second Baptist church, loeated on Euelid
avenue, and presided over by a minister
with sensational tendencies.  He 18 sup-
erintendent of the Sunday school, as he
b buen for many years, aud 18 always
present when in the city.  Murs. Rocke-

feller is also in charge of the infant de-
partment. Together they are two of
the staunch pillars of the church, and

whenever anything is to be done for the
Baptist denomination in any purt of the
country the president of the Standard s
the lirst man called upon.

The gentleman from whom many of
these pouits were recoivod said in rola-
tion to the uge made of his fortune by the
oil king: **There 18 not a more gensrous
wnan ie the country than John D. Rocke-
feller, and I do not exaggerate things in
the least when I say that his gifta will
exceod $100,000 a year, and I should not
be surprised if it ran twice that much.
He gives freely to every Baptist collose
and school in the land, North and South,
East and West, and the demands upon
him are eonstant and  increasing,  He
Lelps not only his own chiureh, but has
assistod in the building of a half-dozen
Baptist churches in Cleveland, and its
suburbs,  There ure o dozen families in
Cloveland in reduced  eircumstances who
are  virtually supported by him, and a
aumnber of his disabled workmen have
been helped from  their ditfioultics, and
their losses made good. He nlso has
constant charities on hand in Now
York. He has  pledged 812,000
toward the building of the Coentral
Friendly Inn, He is sne of the trustoes
of the Woman's  Christian  Temperance
union that is making the present temper
ance fight in Ohio, and has furnished as
much money toward the campaign as any
living man.  But he is thorough business
in his donations, and goes on a theory of
his own., He does not give to overy-
thing thut comes along, nor just to get
rid of an applicant.  He usks close gues-
tions and looks into the merits  of each
case, Mo dees not put ina cent where
thore is danger of 1t being misappropri-
ated,  He never carries a charity alone,
but gives in such a manner that others
are led to give also, To a young church
ho will say, ‘Raise so many dollars, and
[ will put an equal sum to it.”  Then if
they fail of the full amoeunt Rockefeller
goos o little better than hg promised, and
helps them out.”

Mr. Rockefoller's aged mother is now
his permanent guest, and m-uu[liun an
honored position tu his houschold.  She
lived for some years with her daughter,
Mrs. Rudd, and when in the city her son
wiade her a daily visit, min or ufmtu, und
always carried with him o chioice bougquet
from his greenhouse,

This s the social and home-life sido of
the Standard prince.  His business side
is of another color,  When ho matches
his skill in the market against that of
another man o combination of men
he is relentless, cold, and determin-
od, His success has como through the
buyillq out, weearlig out, aor uruthg
out of competitors, but the claim is sot
up by his friends that he never moved

ninst & man with a purpose of war un-
til he had tirst offered to take that man's
business and property off his hands at a
fair and even genvrous valustion, A
stockholder of a small refinery that the
Standard desired to purchase said to me
once: “‘Rockefeller told us he could fur-
nish us with no more erude oil, but that
he was willing to take our property off
our hunds, He told us to make a fair
valuation covering not only our invest-
ments but also the probable value of the
patronage we had worked up,  We did
aoy, and made no error against ourselves, |
When the figure was presentod him he
puid it without a word,  We preferred
that method te a fight.”
